THREE GRAVE PROBLEMS wer* left 
hanging unsettled In th e air by the Congress 
when its m em bers recessed and returned 
to their homes, the 
New 
York Herald 
Tribune says, and all of them should be 
pondered by citizens and their views th e re­ 
on given their representatives to aid In 
solving them , which a good advice. These 
problems are listed as follows: 


‘ First, the control of inflation— 
how to do it, w hat sacrifices m ust be 
imposed and how they are to be dis­ 
tributed 
w ith 
the 
greatest 
equity 
am ong the m ajor groups of the popu­ 
lation. 
All questions of taxalton, price 
eon trot, rationing, wages, farm income 
and the prevention of strikes com# 
down to this one problem and are 
m eaningless lf they are discussed w ith­ 
out regard to it. 
"Second, the adm inistrative ade­ 
quacy of the governm ent—how to or­ 
ganize the m ajor functions of the ad­ 
m inistrative m achine, w hether under 
one head or several; how to get rid 
of incom petents and prom ote the able 
younger men, how to keep president 
and Congress from working too dis­ 
astrously a t cross-purposes. M any speci­ 
fic Issues, like th a t which has arisen 
over Congress's rider aimed a t three 
adm inistrative 
officials, 
are 
merely 
facets, im portant or unim portant, of 
this serious question. 
"Third, American po#twar policy, 
a subject which has again been In­ 
volved, sometimes deliberately, in m any 
confusing detailed or trivial disputes, 
but which concerns the one absolutely 
fundam ental 
issue 
of 
w hether 
the 
United States is In th* m ain to en ­ 
deavor to work out and support 
a 
more rational, peaceful and prosperous 
international system after th e war or 
is to retreat Into a narrowly nationalis­ 
tic Isolation ” 


The last nam ed is the m ost difficult 
and the least ponderable of th e three. The 
House Foreign Affairs com m ittee has gone 
on record as favoring participation by this 
nation in some Internationa] organization 
strong enough to m aintain "a just and 
lasting peace am ong the nations of the 
world”; but th a t, of course, is rather wide 
and vague. 
Everybody will agree th a t the United 
States should co-operate with the other 
ratio n s in this great objectlvs and take 
p art in some kind of international or­ 
ganization designed to preserve peace and 
security. 
But a lot of questions leap to 
m ind aa to w hat kind of organization there 
should be, how strong it should be and 
w hat is exactly m eant by a just peace. 
The suprem e question, and a touchy one, 
is th a t of sovereignty. 
It will take a lot 
of talking to convince Americans th a t they 
should surrender any part of their own. 
Certainly not m any of us w ant to hand 
over American sovereignty 
to 
a 
world 
super-state, such as th s states of this 
union have surrendered to their federal 
governm ent. 
Yes, there should bs international co­ 
operation and it will probably have to bs 
far-reaching in economic, political 
and 
m ilitary fields. 
But we m ust be extrem ely 
cautious as to w hat powers and right and 
privileges are involved 
The New York newspaper suggests th a t 
it is the duty of all congressional con­ 
stituents to weigh this problem, as well 
as the other two, in serious, studious vein, 
to talk with 
their representatives 
and 
senators about them while they are home 
on recess and thus to help them find the 
proper solutions. 
"The people m ust stick to the m ajor 
Issues,” It says, "if they are to expect their 
representatives to do so. 
The m ajor Issues 
•re Inflation, adm inistration and postw ar 
policy, 
In regard to all of them division 
and confusion most of it Inevitable, but 
a aes Kl deal of It deliberately inspired by 
selfish or enemy in te rest--are ram pant, It 
Is necessary to cut through th a t division 
and to get down to the brass tacks th a t 
really m atter; congressmen and their con­ 
stituents together now have a few serious 
weeks in which to do so, and on the extent 
to which they succeed the welfare of the 
nation and the uses we make of the victory 
which we ara buying a t such Immense cost 
will largely turn." 
It is. as stated, salutary advice; but in 
following it the people must keep their 
•yes open, be ever vigilant for the cause 
of liberty and be always cautious about 
the possibility of being duped by ex tra­ 
vagant 
representations 
and 
deliberate 
propaganda.

Chem urgy Bring* N ew 
Prospects for Farm ers 


WARTIME DEVELOPMENTS in chem ­ 
istry ar* opening new horizons for agri­ 
culture. Out of retorts and flasks in chem ­ 
ical laboratories are coming developments, 
bom of stark necessity, th a t will give farm ­ 
ers undream ed-of m arkets for th eir crops 
when peace comes. 
On A m erica’s farm s the products of 
chemical research ar* helping to fulfill th* 
promise th a t record production goals will 
be attained. This year, more th a n ever be­ 
fore, meadow and plain and pasture m ust 
yield every possible ounce of food and fiber 
tor civilian and m ilitary needs. 
Chem ists 
ar* aiding In th a t job. But they are look­ 
ing ahead, too. 
In Texas, a research worker has dis­ 
covered a m ethod to trea t cotton w ith syn­ 
thetic resins to produce a fibrous composi­ 
tion m aterial from which clothes can be 
made w ithout weaving the cotton into 
cloth 
On Mississippi and Louisiana farm s, 
acres (rf sweet potatoes have been planted 
to produce the 500,000,000 pounds of starch 
formerly im ported from the tropics. 
More 
th an 200.000 acres of southern cotton land 
will eventually produce sweet potatoes. 
Corn and w heat a rt going into th e * 
m anufacture of industrial alcohol by the 
hundreds of thousands of tons. 
Vegetable 
oils are transm uted into paints, varnishes 
and enamels. 
The once-discarded whey 
from cheese factories 
now 
makes 
milk 
sugar, ethyl alcohol and glycerine. 
Farm 
produce from more th an 40,000,000 acres In 
the United States is now used by chem urgic 
m anufacturers, and th e Farm Chemurgic 
Council believes th a t w ithin the next dec­ 
ade 50 000 000 
additional acres may be 
required to m eet the dem ands of industrial 
farm crops. 
Thus boom days seem ahead for the 
farm er. 
Maybe the new opportunities will 
serve to lessen and better link the gap th a t 
has so long existed between farm and 
factory.

solving 
trouble by m erely creating a new agency, 
the Office of Economic W arfare, to which 
all m atters w ith which the form er was 
concerned are transferred. 
In doing so. the president severely 
reprim anded th e vice president, as head 
of the BEW, and Jones, as chief of the 
RFC. for publicly airing their dispute over 
purchases of foreign strategic m aterial and 
told them , as well as the heads of all gov­ 
ernm ent departm ents and agencies, to bring 
interdepartm ental disputes to him before 
airing them in the press or else send in 
their resignations pronto. 
The order gives the sound of a new 
m anifestation of intestinal fortitude but 
also has the ring of dictatorship. 
Most 
taxpayers, however, will feel relieved over 
the fact th a t th e free-spending W allace is 
to be removed from this gigantic spending 
and hopeful th a t the new supervisor.

The president has declined to 
permit certain 
officials to testify 
before a House investigating com­ 
mittee. His reason is that it is not 
"in tile public interest.” No refer­ 
ence is made to military security, 
and there is no intimation as to 
the nature 
of ths legal opinion 
whereby the ruling is justified. 
Whether this particular investi­ 
gating committee does or does not 
deserve to get the co-operation of 
the executive is beside the ques­ 
tion. Congress will be compelled to 
act on th* theory that the whole 
principle of legislative power is at 
stake. Tor once it is conceded that 
officials of the executive agencies 
may b* prohibited by ths president 
from 
testifying before Congress, 
th* legislative body is relegated to 
a position of .•subservience to an­ 
other branch of the government. 


Facts Would Be Hidden 


If the rule is carried to its 
logical conclusion, no committees 
of congress could get from the 
executive agencies the facts or the 
information needed on which to 
base legislation. Th* president has 
refused to let his officials testify 
even in executive session. 
It is known that' the Senate 
Naval Affairs committee has felt 
considerable 
embarrassment 
over 
the instructions given to high naval 
officers a few months ago which 
prevented them from giving in con­ 
fidence to executive sessions of the 
committee certain data on the use 
of federal oppropriations. Members 
of the Senate have not come to the 
point where they care to make an 
issue of it, but it seems certain 
that the special House committee 
which Is investigating the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
will 
make an issue of it before the bar 
of th* House. 
The power of the congressional 
committee to command the ap­ 
pearance of witnesses has never 
been successfully challenged. The 
courts have ruled, however, that 
the president himself could not b* 
subpoenaed to appear, but it is 
doubtful whether all minor officials 
can hide behind th* instructions 
of the president about testifying. 
If they dot Congress will soon b* 
enacting more legislation dropping 
from the payrolls specific officials 
who have refused to furnish Con­ 
gress data requested. 


Not a BUI* Secret 


It has always been a fundamental 
principle in th* relations between 
the executive and Is g i l l a t i v* 
branches of the government that 
only state secrets or matters affect­ 
ing foreign relations are of a na­ 
ture the disclosure of which is "in­ 
compatible with the public inter­ 
e st” The subject on which the 
House investigating committee has 
been seeking information concerns 
the action taken by Ult Federal 
Communications Commission with 
respect to a private citizen who 
happens to be head of a trade or­ 
ganization known as the National 
Association of Broadcasters. 
Refusal to give data on points 
Uke this may be understandable In 
controversies between officials and 
congress, but when a formal de­ 
mand for the information Is made, 
backed by the power of subpoena, 
It Is natural for th* House commit­ 
tee to seek to enforce its request 
by bringing contempt charges to 
the whole House. 
Sometime* 
these 
charges 
arc 
wiped out by tin answers given to 
the question at issue and some­ 
times they are contested in the 
courU, but it is rare that a court 
action favors a recalcitrant witness. 
A* a rule, the witness Is obliged 
to make answer or suffer the con­ 
sequences.

Japanese 
Weakness 
From the Charleston, 
W. Va., Daily Mail 


Just how do we stack up with 
Japan? How Is our war with the 
little Sons of Heaven progressing 
and how much longer is it likely 
to last? These, among other ques­ 
tions, are being asked daily by 
Americans. 
The United States News, in its 
current issue, presents facts that 
the enemy is unable to support 
further offensive moves — moves 
that carved out an empire within 
a six-months period. 
The magazine, which often is a 
reflection of the opinions of high 
sources, does not predict when th* 
final defeat and downfall of the 
Nipponese empire will take place, 
but intimates that it will not be 
before Germany and Italy have 
been crushed and the forces of 
America and Britain united against 
the aggressors of the Far East. 
The magazine points out that 
there are now definite signs that 
Japan is. losing the war and that 
final victory may come much soon­ 
er than thought. Our forces now 
ar* relentlessly pushing the Jap­ 
anese armies back in ground actions 
and our planes are sweeping their 
battle fleet* from the skies. 
Japan's 
present 
elements 
of 
strength were listed as three — a 
geographical position that makes 
her virtually Immune to direct at­ 
tack; an army of 3,000,000 trained 
men plus a strong navy, and, by 
conquest, in Asia and the Indies, 
all of the raw materials needed tor 
the war. 
However, Japan s great weakness, 
despite all her raw materials, on* 
that may hasten the day of defeat, 
is the lack of heavy industry. Jap­ 
an, dependent in pre-war days upon 
other nations, lacked heavy in­ 
dustry which could convert the ma­ 
terials of peace Into the implement* 
of war. She Is utterly dependent 
upon shipping to carry raw ma­ 
terials to her factories Her steel 
output is one-tenth that of th* 
United States. 
It may be a long tune but th* 
end of Japan and her ambition of 
world enslavement will com# Just 
as surely as tomorrow

The controversy between the ad­ 
ministration 
and 
Mr. 
John 
L. 
Lewis’s United Mine Workers is 
about to pass into 
a new stage, prac­ 
tically certain to 
be accompanied by 
n ew 
explosions. 
TO understand, let 
us detach 
from 
the long and tan­ 
gled s t o r y the 
points now perti­ 
nent. 
The War Labor 
B o a r d directed 
Mr. Lewis to sign 
a contract with the coal operators. 
As put by Chairman WiUiam H. 
Davis, of the board, in the decision 
he handed down: “We have directed 
tile parties to execute new con­ 
tracts . . 
Mr. Lewis said he wouldn’t. He 
said the contract stipulated by the 
War Labor Board was unsatisfac­ 
tory—he called it an "infamous yel­ 
low dog” contract. He said further 
tliat in the absence of a contract 
the miners would not work—"no 
contract, no work." 
Mr. Lewis added, however, that 
in the absence of a contract with 
the mine owners, the union was 
wilUng to work for the government. 
So the miners went back to work, 
under a stipulation by Mr. Lewis 
that they would work provided the 
mines were run by the government. 
(The mines were already in charge 
of the government, having been 
taken over during a previous phase 
of the controversy.) 


Authority Flouted 


Tile War Labor Board felt Mr. 
Lewis was flouting its authority, 
which he was, plainly and flagrant­ 
ly. Bo th* board appealed to the 
president—asked Mr. Roosevelt to 
make Mr Lewis “comply fully" with 
the board’s direction. 
In thus appealing to the presi­ 
dent, the board was doing what 
it had often done before—though 
with an important difference as will 
presently appear, 'rime after time, 
employers—this distinction is im­ 
portant — had 
protested against 
signing a contract stipulated by the 
Labor board. 
On such occasions, 
the board had a p p e a l e d to the 
president to "compel compliance,” 
The president had said to the em­ 
ployer, as in a case of Montgomery 
Ward for example, that “as com­ 
mander-in-chief in time of war . . . 
I direct Montgomery Ward to com­ 
ply without further delay.” Upon 
such a command from the presi­ 
dent, employers usually complied. 
In cases where an employer did not 
comply, the president took over the 
plant, put in charge of the army 
or navy. 


Different Horne 


But the coal case was a horse of 
a different color. By a more apt 
figure of speech, the shoe was on 
the other foot. Here it was not an 
employer who refused to comply, 
but the head of a labor union. 
When a union refuses to comply, 
what does a president do? Theoret­ 
ically he should take over the union 
—which is a going Concern, with 
many employees, with money in its 
treasury and dues coming in con­ 
stantly, not fundamentally differ­ 
ent from some of th# businesses Mr. 
Roosevelt had taken over In the 
past. 
But to take over a labor union 
would be the last thing the presi­ 
dent would wish to do, even from 
the point of view of politics. It is 
the list thing any president ought 
to do—because taking over labor 
unions has been a basic practice 


of totalitarian government in Eu­ 
rope. The president was on a spot, 
(Incidentally, m u c h Washington 
comment says it was a mistake for 
the Labor board to put the pres­ 
ident in such 
a position.) 
Mr. 
Roosevelt was irritated. At a press 
conference, in answer to a query, 
Mr. Roosevelt said with some heat 
that he could not compel Mr. Lewis 
to sign, that he could not write Mr. 
Lewis a nice note on pink paper, 
that he could not compel anybody 
to go through the manual perform­ 
ance of writing his name on a 
contract. 


Way Oat Bagge*ted 


Mr. Roosevelt, however, has found 
a way out—or one has been sug­ 
gested to him. He has turned to 
something he does not like, the 
recently passed Connelly-Smith bill 
regulating labor unions, which he 
vetoed but which Congress passed 
over his veto. This act provides 
that under certain conditions a 
business that has been taken over 
by the government shall be restored 
to its owners. Apparently the pre­ 
sent plan is to say these conditions 
have been fulfilled, or somehow to 
bring about fulfilment of them— 
and then turn the coal mines back 
to the owners. 
This, It is expected, will put Mr. 
Lewis on the hot spot which the 
president vacates. Mr. Lewis will 
have two choices—both of which he 
hates. Either he and his union will 
mine coal without a contract — 
which he has said he never would 
do; or he must sign the contract 
directed by the War Labor Board— 
which likewise he has said he 
never would do. But maybe Mr. 
Lewis will devise some third course. 
In any event, more explosions are 
likely—the coal case is far from 
settled.

Competency in Question 


True, there are two schools of 
thought cm the war proposition, but 
they do not differ as to whether or 
not we ought to fight the Axis for 
all we are worth, now that we are in 
on the rumpus. The difference of 
opinion relates to the question of 
the competency with which we are 
doing It. 
Just now Vioe President Henry A. 
Wallace leads the group that says 
we are bungling, with Secretary of 
Commerce Jesse Jones as chief 
bungler. Nationally, Jesse heads the 
opposite faction. 
The two make rival charges that 
the other one is, not to express it 
immoderately, a "liar.” 
But that Is a matter of detail. 
Jesse is as pro-war as Henry is. 


A Nasty Scrap 


The question of technique is what 
they are quarreling over. It is a 
nasty scrap, but J esse to not more 
anti-war than Henry is. 
Wallace and Jones are not “pro" 
and "anti” war, respectively. Wal­ 
lace and Jones, instead, are “pro” 
and “anti” New Dealers. 
Henry is a “pro.” Jesse is an 
“anti" on the New Deal question. 
Henry contends that New Dealer - 
ism is what we need today* always 
have and always will, forever. He 
reckons that th# present is a dandy 
opportunity to get it established as 
a permancy. 
Jones recognizes It as possibly 
necessary in the current emergency, 
but want* It guaranteed that it will 
not slop over into future peacetime. 
In short, it is a postwar problem. 


Reason for Reeeo* 


That is why Congress was in such 
a hurry to recess, enabling the legis­ 
lators to get home and ascertain 
what their various constituencies 
think about it. 
Some of them have their minds 
made up already, but a lot of 
localities are uncertain. 
They have 
been perishing to talk R all over 
with their neighbors. It is the New 
Deal that worries them; not the 
unanimity of anti-Axis sentiment. 
That the New Deal has lost 
ground popularly is generally acqui­ 
esced in on Capitol Hill, but how 
lasting will that sentiment be? And 
how widespread Is it? 
Meanwhile, 
wrangling 
goes on 
among bureaucratic heads in Wash­ 
ington. 
They cuss back and forth, as be­ 
tween Henry Wallace and Jesse 
Jones, but they do not decide any­ 
thing. The congressmen are the 
boys who have to be elected, and 
pretty soon, too.

It stirred 
speculation at Allied headquarters 
in North A frica as to whether an 
attempted Axis sea evacuation of 
Sicily might not be impending. 
Yet the events which held out 
Ute greatest promise of ultim ate 
and perhaps relatively early col­ 
lapse of the Axis in Europe were 
taking place in C entral Russia, not 
Sicily. 
The Moscow-disclosed Red 
army pincer attack on the Nasi
